IX  reviewing  the  year’s  work  of  the  Royal  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
the  Committee  desire  to  record  grateful  thanks  to  the  citizens  of 
Bristol  for  continued  sympathy  and  support  during  a year  which 
has  had  its  anxieties  to  those  who  have  had  the  responsibility  of  the 
work  to  bear. 

Committee. — The  General  Committee,  with  its  sub-Committees 
and  Staff,  have  been  working  strenuously  all  the  year,  and  much  has 
been  done  for  the  alleviation  of  those  who  require  the  assistance  of  the 
Institution.  The  Committee  much  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs. 
H.  Martin  Gibbs,  for  many  years  a faithful  and  devoted  worker 
in  the  interests  of  the  Blind. 

Finance. — The  accounts  for  the  past  year  printed  with  this 
Report  show  a steady  increase  in  the  benefits  given  to  the  Blind, 
especiallv  to  those  more  dependent.  The  general  public  again  re- 
sponded well  to  the  various  appeals  and  collections  made  by  the 
Committee,  but  there  is  some  loss  of  income  from  collections  for  the 
Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund.  It  is  hoped  that  interest  in  this  fund  may 
be  revived.  Our  Collectors  will  be  glad  to  leave  a box  or  to  make 
collections  at  sports  or  other  gatherings. 

The  School. — The  School  has  not  had  its  full  complement  of 
pupils  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  at  the  present  time 
there  are  103  resident  pupils,  although  there  is  certified  accommoda- 
tion for  117.  This  means  that  the  work  cannot  be  carried  on  so 
economically  and  is,  to  a large  extent,  responsible  for  the  adverse 
balance  in  the  revenue  account.  Many  of  the  children  who  are 
admitted  with  defective  eyesight  improve  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
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are  enabled  to  undertake  ordinary  employment  when  the  school  age 
expires,  and  they  do  not  require  to  enter  the  Technical  Training 
Department,  thus  shortening  their  period  of  residence  by  about  four 
years.  This  is  a most  gratifying  feature. 

Religious  Instruction. — The  Services  in  the  Chapel  have  been 
taken  throughout  the  year  by  Archdeacon  Winter.  To  him  and  to 
the  Rev.  R.  K.  Pagett,  M.A.,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their 
best  thanks. 

The  Diocesan  Inspection  was  held  on  the  10th  of  July  by  the 
Rev.  G.  F.  C.  Dobson,  M.A. 

Music  and  Singing. — “ The  Lord  of  the  Isles,”  an  Operetta 
in  two  parts,  the  words  written  by  the  Principal,  and  the  music  by 
the  Music  Master,  was  performed  with  much  success  at  the  School 
before  the  Christmas  Holidays.  This  operetta  was  also  performed 
at  the  Parish  Rooms,  St.  Mary  Redcliffe,  and  two  performances  were 
given  in  the  Picture  Theatre  at  Bradford-on-Avon,  and  were  much 
appreciated. 

A separate  list  in  this  Report  will  show  the  individual  successes 
in  piano  and  organ  playing  in  the  Examinations  of  the  Incorporated 
Society  of  Musicians  and  of  Trinity  College,  London. 

Piano  Tuning. — The  Piano  Tuning  Branch  has  been  busy.  Many 
piano  actions  have  been  renewed,  and  repairs  carried  out  in  accord- 
ance with  orders  received  by  the  Institution. 

Physical  Training. — Specialised  instruction  is  given  in  order  to 
encourage  physical  development.  The  Annual  Sports  Day,  which 
takes  place  on  Whit  Monday,  is  eagerly  anticipated,  and  a real 
sportsmanlike  enthusiasm  is  shown  throughout  the  programme  of 
events.  Swimming  is  encouraged  during  the  season,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  some  day  the  School  will  possess  its  own  swimming-bath.  The 
girls  excel  in  Folk  and  Country  Dancing,  and  this  is  emphasised  in 
the  successes  obtained  in  open  competition  with  other  schools  annually 
at  the  local  Eisteddfod. 

The  Committee  are  grateful  to  all  who  have  interested  themselves 
in  the  well-being  of  the  children,  and1  more  especially  to  those  who 
have  organised  concert  parties  for  their  entertainment. 
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Technical  Training. — The  Training  Courses  work  under  the 
schemes  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Manual  Training  given 
in  the  Elementary  School  is  based  upon  the  industries  and  occupa- 
tions which  will  be  concentrated  on  later  in  life. 

Ex-Pupils.— All  the  ex-pupils  of  the  School  are  visited  by  the 
Home  Workers’  Supervisor,  who  encourages  and  helps  them  in  every 
possible  way. 

Workshops. — The  goods  made  by  the  Blind  in  the  Workshops 
continue  to  be  of  a high  and  useful  standard.  Additional  purchases 
by  public  authorities,  manufacturers,  householders  and  others  are 
urgently  needed  to  keep  our  workers  employed.  All  articles  are 
genuine  and  lasting.  The  materials  used  are  select  in  quality,  the 
workmanship  is  the  product  of  skilled  artisans,  and  customers  are 
assured  that  they  are  not  only  obtaining  an  honest  article,  but 
that  they  are  helping  a work  which  must  commend  itself  to  every 
citizen  of  Bristol. 

Home  Industries. — Especial  attention  is  drawn  to  massage. 
There  are  in  Bristol  and  district  several  well-trained  men  and  women 
who,  working  under  medical  supervision  and  advice,  are  expert  in  this 
branch  of  the  healing  art.  Piano  tuning  is  another  useful  occupation 
in  which  the  Blind  become  really  expert.  The  General  Manager  and 
the  Home  Workers’  Visitor  from  the  Workshops  will  be  glad1  to  receive 
inquiries  and  to  put  clients  and  customers  into  touch  with  the  most 
suitable  worker  in  their  district. 

Home  Teaching  and  Visiting. — This  great  welfare  department, 
mainly  for  the  assistance  of  the  unemployable  and  more  dependent 
Blind,  is  growing  in  usefulness  and  variety  of  effort.  The  almoner 
and  visitors,  we  hope,  reach  every  needy  person,  and  so  far  as 
funds  permit  the  Committee  give  financial  and  other  assistance.  The 
thanks  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Blind  are  tendered  to  the  City 
Council  Committee  for  their  liberal  support  of  this  branch.  The 
register  ha9  been  kept  up-to-date,  and  indicates  a lessening  degree  of 
blindness,  especially  among  the  younger  people.  The  Club  for  those 
incapable  of  regular  employment  has  been  continued  with  growing 


success. 
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Outings.— Blind  folk,  like  others,  enjoy  an  outing  to  the  sea- 
side or  elsewhere.  The  Workshop  employees  generally  go  to  one  of 
the  South  Coast  resorts  for  the  day  in  charabancs,  and  the  Club 
members  to  Clevedon  for  the  afternoon.  A special  collection  is  made 
by  the  General  Manager  for  the  expenses  of  transport  and  catering. 
The  numerous  donors  are  sincerely  thanked. 

Hostel. — The  Hostel  in  Tyndall’s  Park  for  women  employed  in 
the  Workshops  has  continued  its  most  useful  work  in  providing  a home 
for  those  who  need  it.
